Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Patent # 5,71 1,502 to Emalfarb et al. 

Emalfarb et al. teaches a cradle device (figure 6) comprising a hanger portion (136) and a 
cradle portion (12'). The hanger portion is capable of hanging the cradle portion fi-om a support 
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(upright support, col. 2, line 28). The cradle portion is capable of cradling a part of object (pot, 
col. 1, line 7). The cradle portion having spaced apart side portions (128, 130) having equal 
length bent vertically downward and then upward to points equivalent to hanger portion height 
forming cradle portion and joiner means (circular rim that connects all of wires of 12' together). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/9/04 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to applicant's argument stating that "Although Emalfarbs claim notes that 
the cradle portion has spaced apart side portions having equal length bent vertically downward 
and then upward to points equivalent to hanger portion height to fi-om the cradle portion and 
joiner means like mine". The applicant admits that her invention is a lot similar to Emalfarbs's 
invention. Emalfarb's invention is a cradle support design to be mounted on a vertical object for 
supporting an object on the support. Emalfarb and the applicant's invention have the same 
capability of supporting an object adjacent to the vertical object.
